REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to a method for concentration of a macromolecule and a organic polymer 
such as Pluronic-86 from an aqueous starting solution by performing ultrafiltration, 
adjusting the conductivity but retraining said polymer and then further subjecting this 
solution (with the polymer) to further concentration so that the starting concentration is 
at least 50x's higher than the starting solution. It is noted that the prior art of record 
does not suggest retaining the organic polymer and in fact even teaches away from 
keeping said polymer in later filtration steps because of the known problems of retaining 
said organic polymers, e.g. they cause fouling of the membranes and thus limits the 
concentration limits (see Schultz et al., cited on IDS of 04/28/2005). Thus, while it might 
be known to adjust the salinity of various solutions to obtain higher concentrations such 
as 50x such as by dialysis, one skilled in the art would also recognize the need to 
remove said polymer. As such, there is no motivation to keep said polymer and as 
noted by Applicants, all of the supporting patents cited by the Examiner previously (see 
Examiner's Rebuttal in Final Office action) have no organic copolymer when achieving 
concentrations of at least 50x. Thus, the claims as amended overcome the rejections of 
record and are deemed to place said claims in condition for allowance as they are free 
of the prior art of record and are non-obvious. Thus, claims 1-9, 11 and 12 are 
allowed.
